Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  population  in  the  District  is  still  estimated  at 
15,100,  for  there  has  in  the  past  year  been  a large  amount  of 
emigration  to  Canada. 

The  Area  of  the  District  is  43,843  acres. 

Birth  Rate. — There  have  been  366  births,  of  which  217 
were  males  and  149  females. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  24*23,  which  is  the  lowest 
recorded  in  the  past  ten  years. 

The  birth  rate  is  much  affected  by  emigration,  for  those 
who  emigrate  are  mostly  young  married  people  with  increasing 
families. 

Death  Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  204, 
of  which  1 15  were  males  and  89  females. 

The  death  rate  for  the  whole  district  was  i3‘57- 

The  average  for  the  last  ten  years  is  14*6. 

Omitting  the  Workhouse  and  Urban  Infectious  Hospital 
in  which  47  deaths  occurred,  the  death  rate  for  the  year  is  10*4 
per  1,000  per  annum. 

The  death  rate  of  children  below  i year  of  age  is  95*62 
per  1,000  births  registered,  which  is  33  below  the  average  of 
the  past  ten  years. 

There  were  only  4 deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis, 
owing  to  the  wet  summer  and  cool  weather  of  August. 

83  deaths  were  of  people  over  65  years  of  age. 

There  were  15  deaths  from  Cancer  compared  with  21  last 
year  and  22  the  year  before — a welcome  decrease. 

There  were  21  deaths  from  Tubercular  Diseases,  an  item 
which,  I hope,  future  years  will  wipe  out  altogether. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  has  been  a great  improvement  in  School  Sanitation, 
though  Lynsted  Schools  have  not  yet  been  perfected  owing  to 
the  delay  caused  by  waiting  for  the  water  mains  ol  the  Mid- 
Kent  Company  which  now  pass  the  School  grounds. 
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The  plans  have  been  prepared  and,  I expect,  the  work 
which  will  be  of  an  eminently  satisfactory  nature  will  soon  be 
concluded. 

The  Surveyor  of  the  Kent  Education  Committee  is  also 
giving  his  attention  to  Eastling  Schools,  where  sanitation  is 
not  yet  perfect  owing  to  the  deficient  water  supply,  which  has 
to  be  drawn  from  a very  deep  well. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  were  very  prevalent.  I had  to  recommend  the  closure 
of  the  Schools  at  Luddenham  from  March  14th  to  April  3rd, 
owing  to  Measles.  Doddington  from  March  12th  to  20th, 
owing  to  Measles.  North  Preston  (Infants)  from  March  i8th 
to  April  8th,  owing  to  Measles.  Throwley  from  March  28th 
to  April  22nd,  owing  to  Measles.  Teynham  from  June  3rd  to 
June  23rd,  owing  to  Measles.  Lynsted  from  June  i6th  to  July 
8th,  owing  to  Measles.  Doddington  from  May  4th  to  May 
27th,  owing  to  Measles.  Eastling  from  November  7th  to 
November  25th,  owing  to  Scarlet  Eever.  Hernhill  from 
October  30th  to  November  20th,  owing  to  Measles. 

Prompt  isolation  of  all  cases  prevented  an  Epidemic  of 
Diphtheria  in  Teynham  Schools,  and  of  Scarlet  Fever  in 
Throwley.  At  Doddington  School  one  case  of  Measles  in  the 
middle  of  March  occurred,  and  by  closing  the  school  for  8 days 
I was  able  to  isolate  all  the  contact  cases  and  stop  the 
Epidemic,  but  the  utter  carelessness  of  parents  wKo  like  to  see 
children  “ over  the  measles,”  led  to  a full  outbreak  in  May  and 
necessitated  the  closure  of  the  schools  for  3 weeks.  The 
School  Masters  are  learning  the  value  of  their  power  to  send 
suspected  cases  of  illness  in  children  to  be  medically  examined, 
and  are  making  use  of  it  wdth  very  satisfactory  results. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  past  year  has  been  notable  for  the  large  amount  of 
Infectious  Disease  wdiich  has  been  general  throughout  the 
country.  In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  Influenza,  Measles, 
Mumps,  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Diphtheria  were 
prevalent  in  many  of  the  Parishes  comprising  the  District. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

An  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  Stalisfield,  numbering 
eight  cases,  could  all  be  traced  to  one  slight  case  in  the  Town 
of  Faversham,  which  was  in  a house  where  a Stalisfield  girl 
stayed  for  a few  days. 

A small  outbreak  in  Teynham  was  traced  to  an  affected 
house  in  the  Milton  Rural  District. 
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In  Lynsted  three  scholars  had  mild  attacks  but  I could  find 
no  cause  amongst  the  School  Children. 

In  outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  Schools  I made  a point  of 
examining  every  child  in  the  school  for  signs  of  a recent  attack. 

Outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever  also  occurred  in  the  parishes 
of  Ospringe,  Selling,  Davington,  Throwley,  Lynsted,  Preston, 
Hernhiil,  Dunkirk,  Luddenham,  Sheldwich,  Doddington,  and 
Newnham,  all  of  which  I investigated,  and  prompt  removal  to 
Beacon  Hill  Hospital  may  be  considered  to  have  saved  the 
whole  district  from  a very  large  epidemic. 

I stiJl  hold  very  strongly  the  opinion  that  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria  both  arise,  in  very  many  cases,  from  the  wet 
evil-smelling  privy  pits,  of  which  there  are  about  1,500  in  the 
district,  and  to  which  no  amount  of  instructions,  threatenings, 
printed  directions,  or  other  means  will  make  the  cottager  apply 
dry  earth  in  sufficient  quantities.

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There  was  no  case  notified  from  the  Parishes  of  Faversham 
Without,  1036;  Leaveland, 88  ; Badlesmere,  iii;  Goodnestone, 
73  ; Stone,  72. 

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  above  list  that  Boughton,  which 
is  well  drained  and  has  its  own  water  supply,  has  been 
practically  free  from  infectious  disease  during  the  past  nine 
months,  although  it  is  the  second  largest  parish  in  the  district. 

Faversham  Without,  with  a jiopulation  of  1036,  has  had 
no  case  notified  during  the  year,  and  the  water  supply  is  good. 

In  the  second  half  of  the  year  there  were  35  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  in  the  Parish  of  Eastling. 

The  epidemic  originated  in  a very  insanitary  cottage,  and 
the  disease  was  probably  scattered  broadcast  by  some  cases 
which  were  concealed  in  hopping  time,  and  fresh  outbreaks 
kept  occurring  in  different  parts  of  the  parish. 

The  most  peculiar  characteristic  of  the  epidemic  has  been 
the  comparatively  small  number  of  school  children  attacked. 
Men  and  women  and  very  young  children  were  mostly  attacked. 
One  man  was  76  years  of  age.  Those  cases  which  occurred  in 
school  children  mostly  occurred  in  the  holidays. 

The  sanitation  of  the  village  was  bad,  but  has  now  nearly 
been  put  right.  All  the  cases  were  sent  to  Beacon  Hill,  and 
every  endeavour  made  to  stamp  out  the  epidemic,  but  fresh 
cases  kept  breaking  out  at  opposite  ends  of  the  Parish  wdth 
no  apparent  connection  whatever. 

As  the  most  infectious  thing  about  a Scarlet  Fever  case  is 
the  pocket  handkerchief,  and  the  pocket  handkerchief  is  often 
put  into  a pocket  where  there  is  money,  I advised  that  all 
money  received  in  the  shops,  &c.,  should  be  boiled  to  lessen 
the  risk  of  infection  from  it. 

I have  inspected  all  the  cattle  in  Eastling,  fat  stock  and 
milch  cows,  and  found  no  trace  of  Scarlet  Fever  among  them. 

The  water  which  is  deep  in  the  chalk  was  certified  pure  in 
two  w^ells,  which  I had  recommended  should  be  analysed,  but 
the  school  well  is  contaminated  and  is  being  cleaned  out. 

Many  of  the  cases  were  proved  contact  cases,  but  in  many 
no  evidence  of  contact  could  be  found,  and  many  cases  shewed 
very  strong  evidence  of  the  disease  being  air  borne. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Thirty-six  cases  were  notified  and  there  were  three  deaths. 
The  type  of  the  disease  has  been  severe,  and  several  bad  cases 
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were  admitted  to  Beacon  Hill  Hospital,  of  which  one  malignant 
case  from  Boughton  died  out  of  a total  of  27  admitted. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

d'here  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Typhoid  compared  with  the  previous  two  years.  Seven  cases 
were  admitted  to  Beacon  Hill  Hospital  which  all  made  good 
recoveries. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

F or  the  second  year  in  succession  there  has  been  no  case  of 
Puerperal  Fever  notified  in  the  district. 

MEASLES. 

Epidemics  occurred  in  most  parishes  during  the  year,  and 
accounted  for  four  deaths. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Twelve  deaths,  of  which  number  seven  were  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  were  caused  by  this  disease. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  notifications  of 
fresh  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Typhoid  Fever, 
received  in  each  quarter  for  the  past  three  years,  and  the 
number  of  cases  removed  to  Beacon  Hill  Hospital.

ISOLATION. 

The  fact  that  of  173  fresh  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  during  the  year,  all  except  15  were  treated  in  Beacon 
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Hill,  shows  the  desire  of  the  public  to  make  use  of  the  Hospital. 
No  prosecution  nor  magistrates’  orders  for  removal  have  been 
necessary,  and  1 must  express  my  appreciation  of  the  kind  and 
efficient  way  in  which  patients  are  looked  after  by  the  Matron 
and  Nurses. 


DISINFECTION. 

1 have  drawn  up  fresh  rules  for  the  thorough  disinfection 
of  houses  and  cottages  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  arise. 

When  the  Ambulance  is  sent  from  Beacon  Hill  to  bring  in 
a case  the  resident  Engineer  goes  in  it. 

The  following  instructions  have  been  printed  for  his  guidance  : — 

1.  — To  proceed  with  the  ambulance  to  the  house  of  the 
case  to  be  removed. 

2.  — To  take  with  him  a washable  overall,  and  when  the 
disinfection  is  completed  take  the  overall  back  to  the  Hospital 
in  an  impervious  roll  or  bag. 

3.  — After  the  patient’s  departure  from  the  house  to  instruct 
the  householder  to  get  the  copper  full  of  boiling  water,  to 
collect  all  linen  and  cotton  clothes  or  bed  clothes  used  by  the 
patient,  and  having  placed  them  in  an  uninfected  sheet  or 
pillowcase  to  carry  them  down  and  put  them  in  the  copper. 
Where  there  is  no  copper  to  soak  them  in  a i in  4,000  cold 
solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  for  3 hours. 

4.  — When  the  paper  in  the  room  to  be  disinfected  is  much 
torn  or  frayed  to  strip  the  walls. 

5.  — To  hang  infected  Woollen  Clothing,  Blankets,  Boots 
and  'boys,  on  strings  across  the  room. 

(This  should  include  the  outside  garments  of  anyone  who 
has  been  nursing  the  case,  and  also  any  clothes  worn  by  the 
patient  since  the  beginning  of  his  attack.) 

To  close  the  chimney,  thoroughly  seal  up  with  adhesive 
paper  or  putty  any  chinks  or  cracks  through  which  air  could 
enter  or  leave  the  room. 

To  light  two  formalin  candles,  close  the  door  and  seal  it 
outside  with  adhesive  paper,  unless  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is 
present  to  spray  the  room  with  formalin. 

6.  — To  leave  a piece  of  Sanitas  soap  with  the  occupier  for 
the  purpose  of  washing  the  room  and  furniture. 
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7- — To  leave  a pailful  of  corrosive  sublimate  solution  i in 
1,000  for  washing  the  floor,  and  before  leaving  the  house  to 
rinse  his  hands  in  this. 

8.  — Where  conveniences  for  carrying  out  the  foregoing 
instructions  are  absent,  the  Clothing,  Bedclothes,  &c.,  should 
be  taken  to  Beacon  Hill  and  there  disinfected. 

9.  — To  leave  the  paper  of  printed  instructions  with  the 
Householder. 

The  follozving  are  the  printed  recommendations  to  the  Householder : — 

1.  — The  doors,  windows,  and  chimney  of  the  disinfected 
room  should  be  opened  after  seven  hours. 

2.  — xA.ll  the  Clothing,  Bedclothes,  &c,,  should  be  taken  out 
of  doors  and  left  in  the  fresh  air  and  sunshine,  if  possible,  for  a 
whole  day. 

3.  — All  paint  and  furniture  in  the  infected  rooms  should 
be  washed  with  the  disinfectant  soap  and  water. 

4.  — The  floor  should  be  scrubbed  with  Sanitas  soap  and 
the  disinfectant  in  the  bucket  as  left  by  the  official. 

Note  : — This  disinfectant  is  very  poisonous,  so  it  should 
afterwards  be  poured  into  the  cesspool. 

5.  — After  being  discharged  from  the  Hospital  the  patient 
should  sleep  in  a separate  room  for  a week. 

SPECIAL  SUB-COMMITTEE. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Sub- Committee  appointed 
by  you,  at  my  request,  to  discuss  the  general  conditions  of 
Sanitation  in  the  district  with  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
myself.  They  met  several  times  and  devoted  many  hours  to 
going  over  the  problems  which  must  arise  in  a district  as 
scattered  as  this,  and  one  which  has  such  a variable  geological 
formation,  that  a system  of  sanitation  which  is  sound  in  one 
village  may  be  quite  bad  in  another. 

MIDWIVES  ACT,  1902. 

Nine  Midwives  signified  their  intention  to  practice  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  ; of  these  two  reside  in  the  Urban 
District. 

One  Midwife  was  taken  off  the  roll  by  the  Central  Mid- 
wives’ Board. 

The  remainder,  whom  I have  twice  interviewed  during 
the  year,  are  exceedingly  intelligent  and  careful,  both  in 
cleanliness  and  in  keeping  their  books,  and  are,  except  one, 
most  anxious  to  attend  classes  and  learn  more. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  analyses  of  the  water  from  Boughton  Waterworks 
and  Staple  Street  pump  are  most  satisfactory. 

The  mains  of  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  have  been 
laid  in  the  parishes  of  Doddington,  Newnham,  and  Lynsted, 
and  part  of  Teynham.  Owing  to  some  difficulty  in  crossing 
the  railway  line  the  mains  on  the  north  side  of  the  railway, 
which  the  Company  has  agreed  to  lay  down,  are  not  yet 
completed. 

Conyer  Water  Supply  is  now  free  from  contamination 
and  the  supply,  though  slow,  is  sufficient. 

RAINFALL  AND  METEOROLOGY. 

I am  again  indebted  to  Messrs.  Stunt,  Ivo  Neame  and 
Honeyball  for  the  records  of  the  year’s  rainfall  in  Ospringe, 
Selling  and  Teynham.

The  average  annual  rainfall  in  Ospringe  for  the  past  42 
years  is  25.55.  The  increase  in  rainfall  as  the  ground  rises  to 
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the  hills  about  Selling  is  interesting,  and  agrees  in  that  way 
with  the  records  of  the  past  two  years. 

THE  DUST  NUISANCES. 

At  present  nothing  has  been  done  in  the  matter  of 
lessening  the  dust  nuisance  on  the  main  road  in  Greenstreet 
and  Boughton. 

In  Ospringe  the  road  has  been  tar  painted,  partly  by 
private  subscription,  with  much  benefit  to  the  inhabitants.  I 
trust  that  in  the  coming  summer  the  County  Council  will  tar 
paint  Greenstreet  and  Boughton,  both  for  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of  those  villages  and  for  the  great 
improvement  it  makes  in  the  condition  of  the  roads. 

THE  HOP-PICKING, 

The  hop-picking  this  year  was  of  very  short  duration. 

The  recommendations  of  Dr.  Farrar,  Local  Government 
Board  Inspector,  whose  comprehensive  report  has  been 
received  during  the  year,  concerning  improvements  in  the 
method  of  storing  water  and  ventilation,  are  being  attended  to. 

Appended  will  be  found  the  report  of  Mr.  Coe,  your 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  vigorously  attending  to  the  many 
nuisances  which  still  exist  in  the  district.

Dear  Sir, 

In  submitting  my  25th  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December,  1907,  I beg  to  state  that  good  progress  has  been 
made  in  putting  the  District  in  good  Sanitary  order,  as  the 
following  summary  will  show.

In  addition  to  House  to  House  Inspection,  I have  paid 
582  visits  to  house  property  in  carrying  out  the  above  work  ; 
and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  the  whole  of  the  work 
of  improvement  has  been  carried  out  without  having  to  take 
legal  proceedings. 

During  the  year  I have  taken  17  Samples  of  Water  and 
submitted  to  the  analyst.  14  samples  were  reported  satis- 
factory and  3 were  pronounced  unsafe  for  drinking  purposes. 
In  each  of  the  3 cases  instructions  were  given  for  the  wells  to 
be  thoroughly  cleaned  out,  with  a view  to  having  a second 
analysis. 

4 Water  Certificates  have  been  granted  for  new  houses. 

2 new  Water  Services  have  been  laid  in  at  Boughton 
Street.  The  whole  of  the  Machinery  and  Pumping  Plant  at 
Boughton  Water  Works  are  in  good  working  order. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report,  I mentioned  that  Conyer 
Water  Supply  was  not  satisfactory,  owing  to  a leakage  at  the 
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well  and  thus  causing  pollution  of  the  water.  This  has  since 
been  rectified  and  the  water  is  now  satisfactory. 

The  Staple  Street  Water  is  satisfactory  and  requires 
no  further  comment. 

6 Plans  have  been  duly  approved  by  the  Council  for  new 
buildings  erected. 

All  Disinfection  has  been  carefully  carried  out,  and 
special  care  has  been  taken  to  spray  with  Formalin  the  whole 
of  rooms,  furniture,  bedding,  and  clothing  after  the  removal  or 
recovery  of  fever  patients. 

The  work  of  Scavenging  at  Teynham  and  Lynsted 
continues  to  be  well  carried  out  by  the  contractor,  who 
removed  during  the  year  1695  vanloads  and  399  cart  loads  of 
soil,  &c.,  from  554  cesspools  and  200  privy  middens  ; and  by 
the  weekly  collection  of  ashes  I find  that  463  cart  loads  were 
removed. 

The  Workshops  and  Factories  have  received  the 
necessary  supervision  and  were  found  in  satisfactory  order. 

The  whole  of  the  Public  Sewers  are  in  working  order  and 
well  looked  after,  and  periodical  flushing  and  cleansing  is  still 
carried  on  at  Boughton  Street  and  the  intercepting  chambers 
at  the  Brents  and  Oare  sewers  are  kept  clear  and  all  solids 
removed  from  time  to  time. 

During  the  Hop-picking  season  in  September  last  I made 
my  usual  inspection  throughout  the  district,  and  found  2,747 
Huts  or  similar  buildings  and  81  Bell  Tents  were  in  use  for 
housing  the  pickers  brought  into  the  district. 

2 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  imported  into  the  district 
by  families  coming  into  the  district  for  the  hop-picking  season. 
Every  care  was  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  with 
entire  success. 

About  380  letters  and  notices  have  been  served  for  the 
Abatement  of  Nuisances  and  securing  the  necessary  improve- 
ments required  in  the  district. 

In  closing,  I beg  to  thank  you  for  your  kind  assistance  in 
surveying  the  district  from  time  to  time,  and  for  your  kindly 
advice,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Council  I wish  to  tender  my 
thanks  for  their  support  in  carrying  out  my  duties.
